The Coal-Mine Horror—Sulking Nav- 
ajoes—Attem pted M urder—More 
Victim s of H um —Etc.

TH E NANAIM O H ORROR. 
M ore B odies R ecovered—T he Im prisoned 
M iners' Long Agony. 
V ictoria, May 9th.—This morning at 11 
o’clock twenty-four more whites and ten 
Chinese were discovered., all dead. These 
men were working on No. 1 level, and had 
evidently left the level and were coming 
down the stope when they met the cave-in 
and retraced their steps. They then made 
a barricade to keep out the after-damp, but 
it gradually permeated through, and the 
men were found all huddled together. The 
boy John Stevens left *' s message chalked 
on a shovel: “ T'.i, 
jours now—dying 
t miserv ” • • ». iracings were seeu giv- 
.ng the '. rioas nours of their long agony. 
This ados to the grief of the awful calamity. 
The bodies are in a perfect state of preser­ 
vation and most lifelike. Following are 
the names of those recovered to-day : Jas. 
Thomas, John Richards, Thomas Martin, 
Edward Wilkins, W. M. Bone, Jos. Wat­ 
son. James Milton, Edward Jones, John J. 
Smith, Edward Benton, James Thompson, 
David Morgan, John C. Fallen, Jonathan 
Bramley. Jr., John McGuffy, W. Popewell 
Robert Buffington, and ten Chinese. A 
message in hieroglyphics was left by the 
latter, but none of their countrymen would 
go down to decipher them. Probably thev 
will throw further light on the matter of 
the men in the mine. 
NO HOPE— A STRICKEN COMMUNITY. 
There is no possibility of any being 
alive, and the bodies will probably be de­ 
composed when thev get to the surface. 
The bulk of the men now below are in No. 
5 level. Possibly some of these may be 
not reached for a long time. Nanaimo 
presents a sad appearance. Funerals oecnr 
at frequent intervals, and Chinese paper is 
strewn abroad. The knell of the church 
bells lends solemnity to the scene, while a 
drizzling rain casts a dark shadow over all. 
AN IMPRESSIVE SCENE. 
The scene in the old school-house is im­ 
pressive in the extreme. Here lie twenty- 
live bodies, in many cases father and sons 
near together. One feels as if lie were in a 
charnel-house, and is glad to reach the 
open air again. Relief is urgently needed. 
Subscriptions should be taken up in every 
city on the continent. The widows and 
orphans needs all the funds that can be do­ 
nated. 
Funds are coming in slowly, 
though many hearts have shown a noble 
sympathy. William McGregor, Manager 
of the mine, is the hero of the honr. His 
manly action cannot be praised too highly, 
and he has made a name for himseli that 
will not soon die, but all behaved man­ 
fully and gallantly, which forms a bright 
feature of the awful calamity. Many Vic­ 
torians have visited Nanaimo, but are glad 
to get out of it, the sight being too appall­ 
ing. 
A PECULIAR FEATURE OF THE AFFAIR, 
Not yet recorded, is the fact that of the 
mules in the stable each alternate one was 
killed. This is supposed to be due to the 
fact that those saved were lying down, and 
so escaped the force of the explosion. It is 
regarded as a strange coincidence. 
The young lady betrothed to voung 
Lyons is in convulsions, and it is believed 
she cannot live. It is reported that several 
others are prostrated, and noi likely to re­ 
cover. The elements seem to share in the 
general grief. It has been raining and 
hailing steadily. Probably no more bodies 
will be discovered till to-morrow. Too 
much praise cannot be given the noble peo­ 
ple of Nanaimo. Each and all did his duty. 
The fortitude displayed was grand, and 
amid such terrible scenes all bore their sor­ 
row manfully.______

ARIZO NA. 
No V olcanoes in ill© "Whet.stone»—H en- 
hoii’b D aily Trem blor. 
A lbuqcekoue, May 9th.—The Democrat's 
Bauson, A. T.. special says: All other re­ 
ports to the contrary notwithstanding, no 
volcanic eruptions have occurred in south­ 
ern Arizona. On the 3d instant, simulta­ 
neously with the severe earthquake shocks 
experienced here, great clouds of smoke 
appeared over the peaks of the Whetstone 
mountains, south of this point, aud at 
night the horizon was brilliantly illu­ 
minated by what was supposed to be vol­ 
canic fires, but the phenomenon continued 
during the days following the earthquake, 
and on the 5th instant an exploring 
party under the leadership of General 
Forsyth started to the Whetstones for 
the purpose of investigating the seismic 
eruption. They returned on the 7th and 
reported that there were no volcanic erup­ 
tions, though signs of upheaval and mount­ 
ain slides, from Thursday's earthquake, 
were abundantly visible, and that the brill­ 
iant illumination of the sky and clouds of 
smoke which hovered over the mountain 
peaks were caused by forest fires, which 
they had traced to the carelessness of some 
Mexican campers, who had camped on the 
mountain on Monday night. This report 
effectually explodes the volcano sensation 
among the people of Benson. 
another shock. 
Another severe shock of earthquake was 
experienced here at 1:14 this afternoon. No 
damage was done, but it created great con­ 
sternation among the people. 
a fissure twenty- fiv e .miles loko. 
T ucson, May 9th.—R. J. Kerr returned 
yesterday from a trip to Tres Alamos, on 
the San Pedro, to which place he went to 
deliver ab tut 1.400 head of cattle. He re­ 
ports an earthquake fissure not less than 
25 miles in length. It extends from a 
short distance below Benson to fully 15 
below Tres Alamos. At the surface the 
fissure varied in width from six to eighteen 
inches. On one side the earth has sunk 
several inches. At places along the crack 
water burst forth, but afterwards ceased 
flowing. The crack in many places is still 
open to a depth of several feet. Mr. Kerr 
says that in the place where the Tres Ala­ 
mos crosses the fissure he could see where 
parties had driven to it, but being afraid to 
cross had turned and gone back. 
As Mr. Kerr ¡3 reliable, this is earth­ 
quake news that can be depended on. 
From above the Empire Ranch, on the 
Sanoita, seventy miles south of here, a fis­ 
sure is also reported. Reliable informa­ 
tion states that when the earth opeued 
w ater and mcd w ere throw n 
To a great hight. One spring in that vi­ 
cinity went dry, and two others doubled 
their volume of water, but on the cessation 
of the disturbance the dry spring recom­ 
menced flowing and the flow of the other 
two were diminished. 
D eath o f a P rom inent M an. 
F lagstaff, May 9th.—B. B. Bulwinkle 
died here to-day of pneumonia. He was 
President of the Arizona Cattle CompaDy, 
and one of the most prominent business 
men in Arizona. His-death was very sudden. 
He acquired a national reputation as Chief 
of the Chicago Insurance Patrol, which 
position he held for eighteen years, during 
which time he became famous for many 
acts of gallantry and skillful management 
of the salvage corps. 


M EXICO. 
The E arthquake T um bles D ow n M ount­ 
ains—Shocks C ontinuing. 
Guaymas, May 9th.—Earthquake shocks 
continue at Ures. Many buildiDgs are 
cracked and rendered unsafe. Nobody has 
been hurt, but the inhabitants are leaving 
as fast as possible. 
A large slice of the mountain near town 
fell down with a terrible crash. The fric­ 
tion of the rocks ignited the weeds, causing 
the belief that a volcano had broken out.

IRISH A FFA IR S. 
H ealey R aises A nother Di-eeze iu the 
H ouse of Com m ons. 
L on do n. May 9!h.—T. M. Healy, in the 
House of Commons this alternoon, asked 
what answer had- been returned by the 
Government, to the letter of Patrick Egan, 
Treasurer of the old Land League, offering 
to return to Dublin and stand trial for the 
charges against him, provided the venue in 
his case was not moved from Dublin. 
Colonel King-Harman, Parliamentary 
Secretary for Ireland, replied that no an­ 
swer had been sent for the reason that no 
such letter had been received. [Laughter.] 
Healy requested W. H. Smith, First Lord 
of the Treasury, to state if it was the in­ 
tention of the Government to sanction tlie 
conduct of Balfour, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, in deliberately abstaining from 
coming into the House until the questions 
on the paper relating to Ireland, are all 
over. 
Smith submitted that that sort of ques­ 
tion should not be put. The exigencies re­ 
quired Balfour to attend to business con­ 
nected with his department of the Govern­ 
ment outside the House, and in the inter­ 
val replies to questions respecting Irish af­ 
fairs were adequately given by the Parlia­ 
mentary Under Secretary, Colonel King- 
Harman. 
Healy—If ray friends and I aie to be left 
to the mercy of this Orangeman, I shall 
direct attention to the matter. 
Speaker Peel—Order! This interruption 
is most unparliamentary. 
Arthur O’Connor intimated that in con­ 
sequence of the attitude of the Govern­ 
ment in the Times charges, he refused to 
continue to serve as a member of the Com­ 
mission ol Inquiry into the Civil Service.

M ongolians r’ersistentiy V iolating 
Fishing Laws o f tbo State. 
Colusa, May 9th.—[B y Postal Telegraph ] 
The writer called on Deputy Fish Commis­ 
sioner Koon to-day, and showed him an 
article published in the Sacramento Bee. 
relative to his violating the law by fishing 
with a net with smaller meshes than the 
law allows. Koon said : “ I have not been 
fishing at all for three years, and I don’l 
kuow what the object of that paper’s in­ 
formant was, unless it was malice. I deal 
in fish here, but buy my fish from others. 
To my knowledge they are not using 
ineshes smaller than those prescribed by 
law." In answer to the question, “ Are 
there not parties fishing in this district with 
illegal nets?" Koon said : “ There may be; 
there are a number of Chinamen about Co­ 
lusa who are using nets with meshes as 
small as an inch and a half; also a large 
gang of them fishing with set nets on Butte 
creek and Butte Slough.” He says there 
are eight or ten Chinese fishing camps be­ 
tween here and Butte City.

May 9th.—The steamer Wood- 
side arrived from the west coast yesterday, 
having on board a number of Chinese 
miners from Bear river, which empties into 
Nookta Sound. They Lronght between 
$25,000 and $30,000 in gold dust. This ar­ 
rival has created great excitement here. 
The mining is dor.e entirely by Chinese, 
who have rJurtcrp.i a steamer to send more 
men. 


Stanley*» Return to A frica Arouse» tlie 
Natives* K nthusiasm . 
London, May 9th.—Advices from Itanza 
Mundeka, Congo, dated March 24th, say: 
Henry M. Stanley, with his expedition for 
the relief of Emin Bey. ha3 arrived here. 
All the members of the party are well. 
Stanley has decided to take the route by 
way of Stanley Falls for Emin’s camp at 
Wadelai. He will restore the authority of 
the International Association at Stanley 
Falls, install Tppoo Tib, and afterward as­ 
cend the Inbourna, which is now known to 
be for the great part navigable. At the 
point where navigation ceases, a caravan 
will start across the country, striking Albert 
Nyanza at Umrzwur, where Stanley in­ 
tends to form a fortified camp and then 
send in advance boats to warm Emin of 
the arrival of the expedition and solicit 
transportation to Wadelai by Emin’s two 
steamers. 
The caravan, which presents an impos­ 
ing spectacle, is about to leave here for 
Leopoldville. Four bodies, consisting of 
25 men each, commanded by Europeans, 
will go in advance to drive off maraud­ 
ers infesting the route. The Association’s 
steamer Stanley, the Livingstone Mission 
steamer Henry Read, and the trading 
steamer Florida, will wait at Leopoldville 
to carry tbe expedition to the Upper Congo. 
The enterprise has caused a sensation 
among the natives. Many men from the 
factories at Banana and Bomo are flocking 
to joiu the expedition, the news having 
spread of the return of the “ White Pro­ 
phet,” who will restore order among the 
people. 
______ 
HUNGARY’S HOLOCAUST. 
Town* D estroyed anil L ives Lost l>y 
Sirocco B last. 
V ienna, May 9th.—A hot sirocco blew 
the whole week through Hungary, drying 
the vegetal ion and rendering it inflamma­ 
ble. At Torozko 300 houses were burned 
and four lives were lost. The conflagration 
lasted two days. At Rustberg a church 
and thirty-seven houses were destroyed and 
many bouses were burned at the village of 
Meregyo. At Eperis all the churches and 
public buildings were destroyed and tlie 
cemetery was devastated. It is estimated 
tlint tbe total losses will reach $2,509,060. 
All the Hungarian and many Austrian in­ 
surance houses are rendered insolvent. 
The fire at Nagykarolin was caused by a 
terrible storm of wind, which carried 
sparks to the distant woodvards aud set fire 
to them. Altogether 400 houses were de­ 
stroyed, and 5,000 people deprived of their 
homes are camping in the opeu air. Since 
the recent tire at Eperis many inmates of 
tbe convent and school have been missing. 
At the time of the fire several girls were 
killed by jumping from windows.

Q ueen V ictoria R eturns T lianks to th e 
London C orporation. 
L ondon. May 9th.—The Queen to-day 
received at Buckingham Palace the Cor­ 
poration of London, which called by ap­ 
pointment to present a jubilee address on 
behalf of the city. In response the Queen 
said : “I thank you for this renewal of your 
assurance of loyalty and attachment to my 
throne. Be assured it gives me great satis­ 
faction. in looking back over the history of 
my reign, to recall how much its prosperity 
is owing, under God, to the sound sense 
and good feeling of my subjects. Sympathy 
is uniting the throne and the people. I 
trust that under the Divine blessing this 
cordial sympathy may remain unbroken.”

PROFIT SHARING 


Mr. W anamaker of Philadelphia is di­ 
viding $100,000 a year among his employes, 
according to the profit-sharing system. The 
sum is drawn from the profits of his busi­ 
ness. 
This is an exemplification—though 
not so striking a one as that of the Sacra­ 
m ento firm referred to the other day—of 
profit sharing, but it is not co-operation. 
I t resembles it only in the creation of a 
persona! interest in the employe in the 
business of the employer. 
But the line of 
control over the capital remains, and it is 
wholly within the hands of the employer. 
In co-o]«ration, however, there is Dot only 
profit sharing but responsibility and loss 
sharing. 
It is this that gives character to 
the co-operator which will never distin­ 
guish the profit sharer. 
Profit sharing is 
well as far it goes ; it is better than single 
wage paying; but the same energy th at is 
stim ulated under it, if aggregated in co­ 
operation would produce far greater and 
better results. 
For all employment bv 
another is dependence on the part of the 
employe. 
W here the latter is his own 
employer he is wholly independent, and 
therefore better capacitated to labor and 
to produce. 
In England, where profit 
sharing has been tried, the workers were 
willing enough to share profits, but in the 
ofi years unwilling to share losses by re­ 
duction in wages. 
Yet nothing is clearer 
than this, that if one shares in the gains 
of a venture in which he labors he ought 
to share in the losses as a m atter of pure 
justice. But the worker replies: “ 1 would 
be willing to do this if I were interested 
in the capital and shared in all the profits.” 
How much more, if another supplies the 
capital and organizes the lalior, should the 
worker who shares profits in addition to 
fixed wages, lie willing to share losses by 
wage reduction? 
Under co-operation the 
interest in the capital and organization 
would be mutual, and the sharing be that 
of all the profits and increased values of pos­ 
session and enhancement of the good will. 
It will thus be seen that there is a very 
wide distinction between the two systems. 
A nd yet, as one means of reducing the 
artificial friction between capital and labor 
— which is the outgrowth of false teaching 
and the neglect to study the question from 
the standpoint of reason and unselfishness 
—profit sharing is to lie commended. 
It 
serves to enlighten men upon the possibili­ 
ties that dwell in the logical sequence of 
profit sharing—co-ojieration. 


ATKINSON ON WAGES 
AND 
LABOR. 


Edward Atkinson, the em inent statis­ 
tician, holds that at the present time the 
average rate of wages in the U nited States 
in nearly every art is higher than ever be­ 
fore; higher, with very few exceptions, 
than at the worst period of paper inonev 
inflation in 1865, ’66 and .’67. On the 
other hand, the prices of the necessaries 
of lile are lower than they have been since 
JS40. 
lie adfls: “ If we compute wages 
both in rate and in purchasing power, men 
of special skill and aptitude who are now 
occupied as foremen, overseers, or in the 
very highest departments of the mechanic 
arts, are Í00 |>er cent, better ofi' than at 
the dale named, for comparison, to w it: 
1865-67. 
Tiie average mechanic or arti­ 
san is 75 per cent, better off. 
The common 
laborer is 65 per cent, better ofi’. 
There 
has been a -lion period during the last five 
years when a good many common laborers 
were out of employment owing to the sud­ 
den cessation of railway building between 
IsSJ and lHs-1. 
In the same period a very 
small portion of the operatives in iron 
works and other artisans found it difficult 
to obtain work. 
The number unemployed 
was, I think, much exaggerated. 
That 
per.od has gone l»y.” 
Mr. Atkinson then 
m ikes thisunm i-takablechallenge: “There 
is work now waiting to be done for every 
in lustrious man or woman who will accept 
the conditions on which it is offered ; and 
those conditions are, as a rule, better than 
they ever were before, the exceptions be­ 
ing in some of the most crowded parts of a 
few large cities. 
If, then, there is want in 
the midst of plentv, it may neither be im ­ 
puted to institutions, to an undue share 
falling to capital, nor to obstructive stat­ 
utes in any great measure. 
It is due in 
most cases either to physical disability, ac­ 
cidental misfortune, or to mental incap­ 
acity, unwillingness to undertake the kind 
of w >rk that is waitiug to be done.” 


CANADA 
NOT WANTED. 


The dispatches recite the plaint of a 
prom inent Canadian who desires the Do­ 
minion provinces to be annexed to the 
American Union. 
H e assumes to speak 
for the people of the Canadas, saying that 
they arc, ¡n the main, annexationists, are 
dissatisfied with English rule, are in trade 
and sympathy Americans, and are solicit- 
ou < to be an active working part of the 
machinery of a great nation and not mere 
dependents. This same person avers that 
there is an organization with a large mem­ 
bership in Canada laboring to promote the 
annexation sentiment. This may all be 
very well for Canada, l>ut the people of 
the I n ted States do not desire the annex­ 
ation of the British-American provinces. 
The injection of these new elements into 
ou r system would completely demoralize 
existing conditions, and instead of strength­ 
ening would 
weaken • ns. 
Annexation 
would not add to our income, while it 
would greatly augment onr expenses, 'flic 
U nited States has territory sufficient al­ 
ready ; until that is settled as thickly and 
satitiactorily as are Kansas, Missouri and 


Iowa we will have no time to administer 
the affairs of a section th at has been so 
long under the rule of a system 60 dis­ 
sim ilar to our own. 
There are weighty 
political reasons why the Government of 
the United States should not take upon 
itself the responsibility referred to, which 
suggest themselves. 
Very much the same 
reasons that prevail against adding M exi­ 
can territory to the U nited States, obtain 
in the case of the proposed annexation of 
Canada. 


ALASKA FOR CONVICTS. 


I t is surprising th at such intelligence 
as th at of General O. O. Howard should 
approve the New York Herald's scheme to 
make Alaska a penal colony. 
England’s 
penal reserves have been very costly to 
her, and have proved neither reformatory 
nor deterrent. 
Alaska, as a penal colony, 
would be a constant heavy expense to the 
nation. 
The colony would become the 
focal point for predatory outlaws to ply 
upon our neighbors, and the colonists 
would be subjected to hardships th at not 
even convicts deserve. 
H um anity has 
claims upon us in the care of criminals, as 
well as when other men are the objects of 
its kindliness. 
Alaska would be worse 
than Siberia, and as great a shame to the 
United States as that inhospitable country 
of exiles is to Russia. 
To set apart this 
section of our domain to the uses of a 
crim inal class, would result in driving 
out all decent 
people 
and 
cheeking 
whatever development and progress is 
possible in th at Territory. 
The effect of 
the penal settlements upon the native 
residents would be bad in the extreme, and 
the Indiana would very soon tie so con­ 
tam inated by them as to be wholly un­ 
manageable, except by a standing army 
outnum bering the convicts and the In ­ 
dians combined. 


AT 
THE 
COST 
OF 
THE CONSUMER. 


•Says the Louisville 
Couner-Joumai : 
“ The contest over that baneful measure, 
the interstate law, will be fought between 
Eastern influences on the one hand, with 
the W est and South and Eastern interests 
dependent on the prosperity of the West 
and South opposing. 
In all such contests 
heretofore the East has trium phed, but it 
seems that at this time the chances are 
against them. 
The evils of the new sys­ 
tem are too apparent and too aggravated to 
pass unnoticed ; they must be remedied.” 
These evils are the legislative attem pt to 
interrupt free competition by regulation • 
the attem pt to treat transportation as com­ 
merce ; the eflbrt to protect the manufact­ 
urers of the far East at the expense of the 
West, and in all sections at the cost of the 
consumer. 


H e n r y G e o r g e in his preaching at 
Ciiickering H all talked about the “social 
crime of poverty,” which his new society 
is to abolish. 
Tiiis is a catch phrase with 
George, and is meaningless. 
W hat he is 
driving at through high-sounding phrases 
is to enlist the sym pathies of the working 
classes with his scheme to confiscate prop- 
ertv, under the plea of taxing away the 
unearned increment. And his confiscation 
of rent would work this wav : After A and 
B, man and wife, had by hard labor lor 
years accumulated savings and purchased 
a bit of land that would yield them a liv­ 
ing, and their additional labor in other 
years should double the value of the soil 
and rent it on th at basis, George and Mc- 
Glynn would conie along with their pet 
system and seize upon this income for the 
benefit of such people as liad not followed 
the example of A aud B. 
For the scheme 
of these reformers draws 110 line between 
the landholding of a thousand and of ten 
acres. 
Kent, no m atter from what sized 
tract derived, is the thing they propose to 
annihilate. 
As the Chicago Times—which 
takes especial interest in flaying these 
false teachers—puts i t : “ This programme 
of wholesale .confiscation is a fine one, is it 
not, for the abolition of poverty ! 
It is a 
tine tiling to be preached every Sunday 
evening in a religious way under the 
auspices of a society presided over by one 
who is still a priest of the Church of 
Rome, and who professes to be a teacher of 
C hristianity! 
The holy religion of confis­ 
cation for the benefit of the poor, forsooth !

T h e position of the London Times re­ 
garding the Parnell forgery is not one to 
be envied by the self-respecting. It sprung 
a forged letter upon Parnell at a tim e 
when it was too late for him to reply. 
It 
challenged the accused to prove th at the 
letter was not genuine; or, as the Times 
puts it, “ Mr. Parnell can not expect that 
a simple repudiation of the letter will 
have any weight with public opinion. He 
must bring more solid proofs to annul the 
eflect of the disclosures.” 
That paper had 
made an agreement w ith the Tories that 
it would print the letter if they would 
guarantee 
the journal against 
Parlia­ 
mentary inquiry, and the epntraet lias 
been kept. 
In such an inquiry the Timcs 
could be forced to disclose the author of 
the forgery; in an action against it for libel 
this cannot be done. 
All of which puts 
the greatest of British journals in an atti­ 
tude any cross-roads sheet in America 
would lie ashamed to occupy. 


I t is im portant that Sacramento should 
decide very early how it will observe the 
national holiday. 
L et not the m atter be 
put over until a few weeks before the date. 
Such delay always results in a hasty, costly 
and insufficient celebration. 
All we do in 
the m atter of public displays hereafter 
should be well and thoroughly done, and 
made creditable in the highest degree to 
the public spirit of the people, their 
patriotism and the sentiment that spurs us 
up to progressive movements of all kinds.

ISTERSTATE COMMERCE 
NOTES.! LETTER FROM AMADOR COUNTY. 


T h e P rop osed R ailroad R esou rces o f a 
V ery R icli S ection o f C ountry. 
E ds. R e c o rd U n io n : 
Quite a sensation 
has been caused by the mention of a pro­ 
posed railroad through this section of the 
State. Mr. Scott has just returned from 
his trip to the city, and says he met with 
good success among the railroad men. 
The question is now with the people, will 
we have a railroad or is it all talk ? 
The 
majority of our farmers aud timber men 
are in favor of a road along the route thus 
proposed. 
A railroad to be built by the 
way of Plym outh and Shenandoah Valley 
would pass through one of the most fertile 
farming districts in Central California. 
The climate and soil is well adapted to all 
kinds of fruits, vegetables and cereals. 
The best pears, peaches and apples in the 
world can be raised all through this part of 
the State. All we need is a market. Give 
us a m arket and we can develop an in­ 
dustry and rising prosperity, unequaled in 
the State. 
The fertile and beautiful little town of 
Plym outh has about the richest gold-pay­ 
ing dividend mines in the world, and upon 
these mines alone our farmers and lum ber­ 
men have to depend for a m arket. 
The 
Farr Bros., who came from the great lum ­ 
bering State of Maine, and own one of the 
best sawmills in this section, and are well 
acquainted with the northern section of 
the State, say that this is the best timber 
belt in the United States that can now be 
opened up to m arket, and that although 
the country is somewhat rugged in appear­ 
ance, it can be spanned by a well-graded 
railroad easier than most people imagine. 
To give proof of the quality and quan­ 
tity of fruit and grapes raised in this sec­ 
tion, let some of your representatives visit 
the young orchards and vineyards in Shen­ 
andoah valley that are just beginning to 
bear. 
Also the orchards of Oliver Ball and 
the old Dale place, near Indian Diggings. 
Nearly all or the lands in these foothills 
can be made profitable if a railroad is built 
in here so we can m arket our produce. It 
has already been demonstrated to us that 
the best wine grapes grow on the highest 
hillsides without the least irrigation ; also, 
the best peaches grow on high land.

Indian Diggings is a little mining camp, 
once quite a lively town, which is built on 
the southern sunny slope of a large spur of 
the Sierra Nevada mountains, and presents 
to the visitor a sublime prosnect of the far- 
reaching mountains and majestic forests. 
In the streams there is an abundance of 
mountain trout, and in the forests plenty 
of wild game. 
In early days the inexhaustible marble of 
this place was worked to some extent, but 
would not pay owing to no near market. It 
is said to be a superior quality of marble 
and bears a fine facing, and can be worked 
very cheaply with water power. 
And if 
good facilities are offered it would very 
soon be opened up. Further on to the 
east, about ten miles, is found the finest 
fir, sugar-pine and spruce in the State, also 
cedar in groves of countless millions. 
Hoping that our capitalists will realize the 
vast advantages of a railroad through this 
section of the State, which will open tip 
all these industries with a newness of life, 
and give a m arket for all of our produce. I

The investigations of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commissioners in New Orleans yes­ 
terday would evidently have been a good 
thing if only they had been made before 
the interstate commerce bill was passed. 
The bulk of the evidence went to show 
that the business of certain Southern cities 
will be materially injured, perhaps ruined, 
if the long and short haul clause is en­ 
forced. Doubtless most of the other cities 
in the South, as well as in the North and 
West, can produce equally strong testi­ 
mony, and then the predicament of the 
Commissioners will be complete. Instead 
of enforcing the law, their task may possi­ 
bly be to devise the best means of how not 
to do it.—-V. Y. Tribune, Mag 'id. 
John M. Atherton, the publicist, says : 
“ I know of nothing that would so dis­ 
courage those of us who are laboring to es­ 
tablish a cotton m ill in Louisville. 
We 
believe such an enterprise would pay here, 
because at low through rates we could draw 
our supplies from any point in the South, 
and as a distributing point we have access 
to the entire Northwest. 
Enforce this 
fourth section prohibiting a greater charge 
for a short haul than for a long haul and 
you work against us in both ways; you 
cut us off from our supplies aud from our 
customers. 
Every mauufacturing enter­ 
prise m ust be built on a broader basis than 
this, if it is to succeed ; we m ust buy any­ 
where and sell anywhere in this country.” 
It is expected that the fourth section of 
the Interstate Commerce Act—the loDgand 
short haul clause—will 
be 
suspended. 
W hile the section has not been given a suf­ 
ficient trial to test its workings, there is no 
doubt that the law in its entirety is crude 
and mischievous, but there is an anomaly 
connected with it which is little less tliaii 
laughable. For years after the completion 
of the transcontinental railroad the m er­ 
chants of San Francisco howled about what 
they called unjust discrimination, and the 
injustice of charging more for a shorter 
than a longer distance, and clamored for 
legislation to amend that state of affairs. 
We have seen a child cry ior an hour for 
something which was refused it, and then 
set up a bowl that would wake the dead 
when at last granted its desire. That’s just 
the way with the San Francisco merchants. 
They cried for a law against discrim ina­ 
tion, and when they got it, screamed their 
eyes out to have it taken back.—Sacra­ 
mento Evening Star.

Fourteen thousand dollars was ordered 
transferred from the general to the street 
fund to be used for paying for street 
sprinkling. 
The matter of accepting the resignation 
of J. T. Stafford, Clerk of the W ater W orks, 
was continued until to day. 
Mayor Gregory stated that Colonel W ar­ 
ing, the em inent sanitary engineer who 
had been invited to visit Sacramento, 
would arrive in this city some time during 
the latter part of next week. 
By a unanim ous vote the Board decided 
to lease the public square bounded by P 
and Q, Fifteenth and Sixteenth, to the Wo­ 
m en's Relief Corps of this city, for a period 
of fifiv years at a nom inal rental of $1 per 
annum . 
Upon this elegant and finely lo­ 
cated block will be erected a home for the 
widows and orphans of soldiers and sailors 
of the iate war. 
It was intended to have 
bought the Sutter's Fort property, but the 
owner of that ancient relic has placed a 
Los Angeles price upon it, and it will likely 
become an heirloom in his family if lie 
don’t come down from his elevated figure. 
Resolutions ol intention were passed to 
grade and curb Fourteenth street from I) 
to L, and to grade the alley between Q and 
R, Filth and Sixth streets. 
Last week the pum ps were in operation 
nearly continuously, and 20,573,750 gallons 
of water pumped.

A Sacram en to In ven tion . 
An exhibition was given last evening of 
a Sacramento invention—the work of "The 
H enning Automatic Gas Generator Manu­ 
facturing Company.” A sm all iron building 
has been erected on M street, between 
Fourth and Fifth, and in this are the works 
of the H enning invention, which were first 
publicly exhibited last night, under super­ 
intendence of Mr. Henniug, and assisted 
by Charles Jacobs, the Secretary of the 
company. The machine generates illum i­ 
nating gas from naphtha by means of heat 
in 
a 
dim inutive 
furnace, 
containing 
four retorts, the fuel being naphtha also, 
with the injection of superheated steam, 
generated by the heat of the furnace, which 
is scarcely larger than a card table. The 
naphtha is supplied to the retorts by pumps 
automatically worked by two gas chambers 
with alternate rising atid falling cylinders, 
which, as charged by the gas, rise, until 
they cut off the supply by closing a valve, 
and falling, force it into the gasometer, the 
same motion operating the pumps. 
W hen 
the gasometer is fully supplied the action 
automatically ceases. A large num ber of 
citizens visited the works last night. About 
a hundred burners were used, and the light 
was strong and the flame clear and white. 
The purpose of the company is to construct 
works in Sacramento for stile for gas m ak­ 
ing in towns where large gas works are not 
warranted, and for use in outlying hotels, 
and where a small investm ent only is to be 
made. The machinery worked with ap­ 
parent exactness, and is certainly very in­ 
geniously devised and mechanically well 
constructed, and appears to be exceedingly 
simple to manage and with the least possi­ 
ble labor.
